Doug Duff is an independent 
trucker And in his words, “ It’s 
rough, it’s really rough.” 


Along with thousands of truck 
owners across the country, the 
Bennet trucker has been caught 
in the ever-tightening squeeze of 
rising operating costs and ad­ 
ministrative efforts to keep 
prices down. 


Duff, 31. has been driving 
trucks for almost nine years 
About two years ago he decided 
to buy his own rig 
Now he has six trucks, or ‘‘six 
headaches,” as he refers to 
them 
Besides trying to appease the 
finance company and pay five 
drivers, he has to support his 
wife. Shirrale. and three small 
children, Linda 7. Jim. 6. and 
Doug Jr.. 4 


‘‘Everything’s just about nip 
and tuck as it is now,” he said. 
‘‘Hell, everything I ’ve got’s 
mortgaged. It gets down to zilch 
once in awhile.” 


Duff said he has had several 
rate increases in the past year, 
but ‘‘if diesel fuel goes up 
another penny or two, it'll just 
about take care of the increases 
we have now 
‘‘We don't want to make 
bigger profits,’ he said, ‘ we just 
want to make a fair profit.” 
For the months of December 
and January, he said he operated 
at a loss. Since the rate in­ 
creases. he’s ‘‘running in the 
black, but not making any return 
on my investments. 


‘i'd be better off to put money 
in the bank,” he said “If you 
make 1 or 2% right now, you’re a 
pretty efficient operator. I 
believe.” he said 


But like the majority of in­ 
dependent truckers in the state,

ow ner of six headaches. 


Duff doesn’t want to strike May 
13, unless the shutdown is 100% 
nationwide. 
“ If a few keep truckin’, 
nothing will ever come to a 
head,” he said 
Besides, he would lose more 
money 
“ If we go (on strike» for a 
week, it'll take two months to 
catch up and break even with the 
board again,” he said 
“That first strike really hurt 
Yeh. you could say I definitely 
lost money ” 
The biggest question he faces 
now is whether he can afford to 
stay in business 


Duff said that if he doesn't get 
the rate increases he needs, he 
may give up and go on welfare 


“Nixon’s taking care of the oil 
companies; he might as well 
take care of us, too.” 


He figures he's "pretty lucky" 
to get paid 50 cents a mile for an 
average run between the 
Midwest and the East Coast. 
On the other hand, it’s costing 
him about 43 cents a mile to 
keep a rig on the road, he said, 
and that’s not counting emergen­ 
cies 
“ I just had a truck break down 
in Pennsylvania,” he said The 
fan went through the radiator 
That bill was $917, plus his 
driver was tied up three days 
waiting for repairs 


“ That just about takes care of 
any profits for a whole month,” 
he said 


To top it off. an overhaul on 
that same truck, only 6,200 miles 
before, had set him back another 
$2.800. 
When he thinks of rising costs 
for diesel fuel, tires, oil, food 


and repairs, he can only moan 
and shake his head 
“ I just wonder when and how 
it's all going to end.” he said 
Diesel fuel is up from 24 to 
around 48 to 50 cents a gallon, 
repairs cost 30-40% more than a 
year and a half ago and tires are 
up another 38%, he lamented 


“ And the truckstops have 
hopped right on the wagon 
Grease jobs, service work, tire 
repair, labor, everything’s 
higher,” he said. 


“On the road it’s take it or 
leave it If it falls apart 15 miles 
down the road, there's nothin’ 
we can do 
“ They believe in a 30-90 
guarantee.” he said, cracking 
half a smile . . . “ 30 feet or 90 
seconds ” 


The 55-mile-an-hour speed 
limit has cut his mileage from 
around five miles to the gallon to 
a little better than four, he said 
It also means he loses revenue 
from at least one load a week 
Duff said (in so many words) 
that the state patrols have been 
cracking down pretty hard on 
speeders lately. 


While trucking across Iowa 
last week, a distance of about 
300 miles, he said he spotted 48 
troopers, six sets of radar and an 
airplane overhead clocking 
drivers. 


His trucks are not equipped 
with citizen band < CB > radios — 
vet He said he s going to get 
them, even at an average cost of 
$170 a truck 


‘ I d just like to add one more 
thing, he told a reporter ' You 
don't have to be crazy to drive or 
own a truck, but it sure as hell 
helps 
“ It’s rough 
. but I kmda 
enjoy it. really ”

Bill Requires States To Adopt No-Fault 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The Senate on 
Wednesday passed a far-reaching bill requiring the 
states to adopt no-fault automobile insurance 
On a 5342 vote, senators gave final approval to 
the measure demanding that automobile insurance 
in each state guarantee compensation to accident 
victims regardless of who caused the accident 
The bill, opposed by the Nixon administration, 
now goes to the House 
Sponsors, led by Sens. Frank Moss, D-Utah, say 
ment of medical, rehabilitation and loss-of-wage 
benefits arising from traffic accidents. 
The bill, attacked as unconstitutional, also would 
bar a victim or his survivors from suing the other 
driver’s insurance company for “ pain and suf­ 
fering” unless he died, was seriously and per­ 
manently injured or was totally disabled for more 
than 90 days. 
Opponents contended that each state should be 
allowed to adopt the type of auto insurance best 
suited to its needs 


The only federal responsibility under the no-fault 
bill would be to see that each state plan meets the 


federal standards — that is. that it assures 
minimum benefits to victims and restricts the right 
to sue 
Sponsors claim the federal no-fault plan could 
reduce premiums in every state by something less 
than 33 per cent Opponents attacked the figures 
and predicted no-fault would raise insurance rates 
in many states. 
Within four years after Congress finally passes 
the bill, every state would have to enact a no-fault 
plan meeting the federal standards. 
Twenty-two states now have some form of no­ 
fault insurance. 
The federal standards require that every 
motorist buy a no-fault policy compensating 
himself and his family for 
—Unlimited medical expenses arising from a 
traffic accident, as well as all expenses of physical 
and vocational rehabilitation. 


—Loss of wages with the maximum benefit 
depending on a state's per capita income. This for­ 
mula would set a maximum work-loss payment 
ranging from $17,101 in the poorest state to $35,- 


135 in the richest 
—Replacing such services as cooking and gar­ 
dening that the victim otherwise would be perfor­ 
ming, with limits left to the state 
—Up to $1.000 for funeral expenses 
—Survivors' losses, subject to state limits. 
In return, an accident victim would be barred 
from suing the other driver's insurance company 
for pam and suffering” unless he 
—W?as killed. 
—Suffered permanent, serious injuries or 
disfigurement, or 
k~ Was totally disabled for more than 90 days 
States would be allowed to exempt motorcycle« 
from no-fault.

A sp o kesman fo r the o ffice o f sp ecial 
p ro secu to r Leo n Jawo rski said the White Ho u se 
mo tio n wo u ld be resisted. A hearing was set fo r 
Thu rsday mo rning in Sinca’s co u rtro o m. 
“Yes. we will resist,” the p ro secu to r’s o ffice 
said 
“This is material we need We will do 
ev ery thing we hav e to secu re it.” 
While White Ho u se chief Watergate Lawy er 
James St. Clair at a news co nference earlier in the 
day had av o ided a direct answer to q u estio ns 
abo u t a Su p reme Co u rt fight, the mo tio n filed 
later indicated he was p rep aring to take the battle 
to the high co u rt 


In the mo tio n, St Clair raised so me p o ints o f 
law which he said he was no t p ressing at this 
p o int bu t was mentio ning them “in o rder that 
they may be p reserv ed sho u ld it be necessary fo r 
this case to reach a co u rt in which Nix o n v s.

WASHINGTON — In th e great crises o f h is 
p o litical life, Rich ard Nix o n h as been 
almo st recklessly bo ld, He sav ed h imself 
fro m ch arges o f co rru p tio n in th e p residen ­ 
tial camp aign o f 195 2 with h is Ch eckers 
sp eech . He came back after lo sin g th e 
p residen cy o f 1960 an d th e go v ern o rsh ip o f 
Califo rn ia in 1962, an d th e gu ess h ere is th at 
h e h as h elp ed h imself by h is latest TV 
defen se again st imp each men t an d co n v ic­ 
tio n . 
As in 195 2, h e ap p ealed in h is latest TV 
p erfo rman ce to th e p eo p le o v er th e h eads o f 
th e p o litician s. His fate lies, first, with th e 
Ju diciary Co mmittee o f th e Ho u se, th en with 
th e o p in io n o f th e Ho u se itself, an d fin ally , if

(EDITOR’S NOTE: This is the 
seventh of a series of articles on 
candidates in the May 14 
primary election.)

Armed with Gov. J. James 
Exon’s endorsement. Hastings 
attorney Gerald Whelan is con­ 
ducting the most comprehensive 
lieutenant governor campaign of 
the 1974 primary elections. 
His task: to establish a win-, 
mng edge over his better known 
opponents by May 14 
If he succeeds, Whelan will 
have a happy 49th birthday on 
Election Day. 


“ There is only one issue,” 
Whelan contends. 
“ And that is who would make 
Jim Exon the best lieutenant 
governor. 
“ The nature of this job is not 
issue-oriented. It’s simply a 
question of what the teams are 
going to look like in November. ” 
Nebraskans this autumn elect 
their governor and lieutenant 
governor as a team for the first 
time. So whichever candidate 
Democratic voters pick for the 
second spot next month will be 
teamed with Exon (assuming he 
turns back primary challenger 
Richard Schmitz of Lyman) in 
November 
Choice Clear 
Exon has made his choice 
crystal clear, and the governor 
and Whelan are attempting to 
run as “a team’’ in the primary 
election. 
None of the other candidates 
is compatible with Exon, 
Whelan believes, particularly the 
best known of the lot. Sen. Terry 
Carpenter of Scottsbluff. 


“ I think it’s going to come 
down to either Carpenter or me” 
in 
the 
four-candidate 
Democratic scrap, Whelan said. 


While he is the choice of Exon, 
Whelan said. Carpenter is the 
choice of Republican guber­ 
natorial candidate (soon to be 
nominee) Richard Marvel. 
“ Dick Marvel wants to make 
sure Terry gets the Democratic 
nomination for lieutenant gover­ 
nor,” Whelan said. “ It is 
Marvel’s assessment that his 
chore (in November) would be 
made less difficult by the 
nomination of Carpenter.” 
“ Incompatible” 
It is Whelan’s contention that 
Carpenter would be an “ incom­ 
patible” running mate and an 
“ incompatible” Exon lieute­ 
nant. 
Carpenter’s legislative perfor­ 
mance this year was more 
friendly to Marvel than Exon, 
Whelan noted. 


“ Terry only filed for the office 
because he thinks it may be an 
easy way to back into the gover­ 
nor’s chair,” Whelan said. 


Political guesswork has 
centered on the possibility that a 
re-elected Governor Exon might 
at mid-term in 1976 make a bid 
for the U.S. Senate seat now held 
by Republican Roman Hruska 


If Exon failed, he would retain 
the governorship. If he won, he 
could turn the office over to his 
Democratic lieutenant governor. 
But that scenario presumably 
depends, in part, on who sits in 
the lieutenant’s chair. 
Impact Discussed 
Thus, the final result of this 
year’s Democratic primary der­ 
by for lieutenant governor could 
have an historic impact on the 
short-term future of Nebraska 
politics, Democratic hopes and 
Jim Exon . . . as well as Jerry 
Whelan. 
(Exon told an educational 
television network panel of 
newsmen last week that Whelan 
is also his choice to succeed him 
as governor at the end of a se­ 
cond four-year term.) 
Whelan says his own private 
polls indicate that he is running 
either first or second in each of 
the three congressional districts. 
Carpenter shows that kind of 
strength in two of the districts, 
while Sen. Jules Burbach of 
Crofton displays similar strength 
in only one. 
So his job, Whelan says, is to 
build on that base over the final 
weeks of the campaign. Candid­ 
ly, he admits, he will need that 
extra time. 
Thus, Whelan is marching 
through solid campaign days 
which begin before dawn and 
continue into the night He has 
traveled more than 8,000 miles. 
His right hand is swollen and 
calloused from shaking hands — 
as many, he figures, as 3,500 in a 
single day. 
Media Campaign 
Meanwhile, the Exon-Whelan 
Committee has launched a final 
four-week media campaign es-

timated to cost $25,000. 


Total primary costs for the 
team will reach at least $35,000, 
according to campaign manager 
Loren Belker. 


Whelan has been at it full time 
since April 1. Before that he was 
on the road two-thirds of the 
time for a month and, prior to 
that, he made brief forays into 
vital areas of the state. 


Pat Exon, the governor’s wife, 
was out campaigning with him 
last week. And the governor 
joins him here and there for 
joint appearances. 
Previous Ventures 
Whelan has had two previous 
ventures into the state’s political 
arena. 


In i960, he won the First 
District Democratic con­ 
gressional nomination, but fell 
to Republican Rep. Phil Weaver 
in the general election. Whelan 
won 45r'f of the vote, running far 
ahead of Democratic presiden­ 
tial candidate John Kennedy. 


In 1970, he sought and won 
election to the non-partisan 
State Board of Education, 
ousting incumbent John 
Wagoner by 4,262 votes, winning 
13 of 14 counties in the process. 


Whelan was board president 
when he resigned last January to 
enter the lieutenant governor’s 
race. 
Party Posts 
As a Democrat, he has served 
as Adams County chairman and 
in a variety of state party posts. 


As for his two best-known 
Democratic challengers, 
Carpenter and Burbach, Whelan 
has said: “ I can’t think of two 
senators who have caused more 
problems for Governor Exon.” 


Surveying- the entire field of 
opponents, which also includes 
Sen. Frank Lewis of Bellevue, he 
suggests: “ If this is a case of the 
Legislature against the governor, 
I’m delighted to be on the gover­ 
nor’s side.” 


And Whelan hopes to be there, 
at Exon’s side, this autumn.

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Minority, Poor Students To Be Considered

The Faculty Senate at the 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln 
will be asked Tuesday to ap­ 
prove a course of action to im­ 
prove educational opportunities 
for minority and low-income 
students at UNL. 
The senate will meet at 3:30 
p.m. in the auditorium of 
Sheldon Memorial Art Gallery, 
12th & R. 
Dr. Kenneth L. Bader, vice 


chancellor for student affairs, 
will present a resolution of eight 
goals for the students, drafted 
cooperatively by his office, 
college deans and minority 
faculty and staff members at 
UNL. 
Chancellor James Zumberge 
ordered the study and supports 
endorsement of the resolution 
by the Faculty Senate, Bader 
said. 
He told The Star the study 
began last fall, when “ we began 


to note dissatisfaction” by 
minority students with in- and 
out-of-class aspects of the un­ 
iversity. Zumberge and UNL ad­ 
ministrators held meetings with 
the students to hear their 
suggestions. 
“Our staff has observed that 
there is increasing racial 
restlessness on campus and, as 
well, isolated behavioral 
problems,” the resolution states. 
“Added to the racial milieu, 
many of our minority students

are searching to determine how 
higher education can be made 
more meaningful in their 
current and future lives.” 
The proposed course of action 
represents a response from 
UNL. 
According to the resolution, 
minority students have said: 
—They feel excluded from the 
campus mainstream, because 
they are few in number. 


—They object to the small 
number of minority faculty and 
staff members available for ad­ 
vising and teaching; to “ tenuous 
financial aid for the individual,” 
and to limited funding for ethnic 
cultural progams. 


—They “experience what they 
consider to be a variety of white 
racist attitudes in the classroom 
and throughout the campus com­ 
munity.” 
The resolution emphasizes 
that efforts to improve UNL 
minority students’ educational 
experiences “will not be done at 
the literal and/or figurative 
expense of the majority group. 
“Our plans will support the 
goal that this university is to 
serve the interests and needs of 
all people.” 


Bader said any expenses 
required to improve the 
programs would probably be 


paid by student fees or private 
sources; “most likely they would 
not be tax dollars.” 


He said the programs would 
rely not on spending; rather, on 
increased contributions of time 
by UNL faculty and staff. 
The goals in the proposed 
course of action include 
doubling the size of the minority 
freshman class — to about 130, 
according to Bader; ensuring 
financial aid is available to meet 
the needs of all low-income 
(minority and white) freshmen 
and returning students; and 
developing and funding of 
minority cultural programming. 
Another calls for Bader to 
form a minority student round­ 
table representing all minority 
groups, to meet monthly to ad­ 
vise him of recommendations 
for classroom and out-of-class 
matters. 
The proposal also would form 
an affirmative action plan to add 
“a significant number of minori­ 
ty faculty and staff” during the 
1974-75 academic year; and a 
plan to recruit qualified minority 
graduate students. 


The final goal would create a 
committee of all-minority UNL 
faculty to work with Bader in in­ 
creasing the size of the freshman 
class and improving minority 
education.

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Pluta Is To Ins pe c t Re forma tory 


By The Associated Press 
State Fire Marshal Joe Pluta said 
Wednesday he would inspect the Refor­ 
matory at the Penal Complex in response 
to a request from State Sen. Roland 
Luedtke of Lincoln 
Pluta said he would order buildings 
evacuated if he found there was “ an 
extreme and eminent” danger He said a 
consulting engine«- would have to con­ 
firm his findings before an evacuation 
order was given. 
Pluta said an inspection of the Refor­ 
matory in January showed the buildings 


were old and in need of replacement, but 
did not represent an extreme and emi­ 
nent danger. 
The State Health Department said 
Director Henry D. Smith would announce 
his decision on Luedtke s request late 
Wednesday. 
Luedtke made the request after his 
plans to get a replacement for the Refor­ 
matory failed. Luedtke had worked out a 
plan with the governor to replace the 
Reformatory and the Penitentiary, but 
the plan was amended by the Legislature 
and vetoed l y the governor. 


The Reformatory houses first convic­ 
tion male inmates. 
Pluta said he would begin the inspec­ 
tion early next week and would be 
looking particularly for cracks in the 
foundations of the buildings 
He said inspectors had found some 
deficiencies in the Reformatory in the 
past, but none of the deficencies were 
extreme enough to close the faculity. 
If problems are serious enough, he 
said, he would close the facility and let 
the prison authorities decide where they 
would move the prisioners

“ A great field for a woman.” said a 
recruiting poster, greeting Shelly Coffey, 
a Lincoln Northeast junior, as she accom­ 
panied three of her peers on a tour of the 
Nebraska Air National Guard 


The four met with Maj. R. D. Daniell. 
flight instructor, who explained the 
eligibility and training requirements for 
guard pilots, careers in which the student 
had indicated an interest. 


The lecture completed, Daniell turned 
to Miss Coffey, with the sad news: "The 
military, or the Air Force, has not seen fit 
to train women as pilots. But there are 
other flight jobs for a woman.” — such as 
flight nursing 
However, commercial airlines now 


have some female pilots, the major 
added. 
Touring the guard facility. Miss Coffey 
said she wasn’t surprised that the military 
had no female pilots. That she is con­ 
templating a career in social work or 
journalism. 
Why, then, had she participated in the 
tour0 
“ It is a good chance to explore all 
(career) possibilities,” she said, adding. 
“ The problem is many of them . . . are 
not visible.”

If a revised edition of the Dictionary of 
Occupational Titles were to be published 
today, it would list nearly 45 000 different 
careers, estimated Dr 
Clay Gerken. 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln professor 
of educational psychology 
“ How many kids can name 1%?” he 
questioned 


Individuals confronted with career 
decisions inevitably fall back on areas to 
which they have been exposed, said Dr 
Rudolph 
Fredstrom, director of 
counseling for the Lincoln Public 
Schools. “ They see their mothers doing 
housework and think that’s the only job 
for women ” 
It is just that limited exposure and 
awareness which has prompted the 
schools to launch new career-onented 
programs — career days, career educa­ 
tion and many other opportunities for in­ 
creased visibility of career choices. 


The opportunities are there, but are the 
students taking advantage of them0 
According to school officials, those 
programs have been met with only 
limited success And the impact has been 
even less with respect to the young 
women aggressively looking into those 
careers not typically associated with 
females 


“ For Males Only” and “ For Females 
Only” are not the headings for the sign-up 
sheets for career day segments at Lincoln 
Southeast Rather, the opportunity to dis­ 
cuss jobs with the professionals in any 
area is available to any student 


But the females consistently register 
for the traditional female courses — 
elementary' education, nursing, dental 
assisting and interior design, said Don 
Darnell, assistant principal for student 
services at Lincoln Southeast 


He said there exists a “cultural lag’’ in 
the students’ awareness and acceptance 
of female breakthroughs into traditional­ 
ly male-dominated fields. 


“ They would rather delay” con­ 
templating future plans, observed 
Charles Hemphill, Southeast counselor 
“ Some students will do anything to get 
out of attending” career day discussions 


“ It’s hard to get people's attention” 
when careers do not yet seem a reality, 
said Vernon Williams, University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln associate professor of 
educational 
psychology 
and 
measurements and higher education, 
saying that 
realistically investigating 
career options is a matter of maturation 


Diann Bauer, however, is a Southeast 
sophomore who already is thinking of her 
future career plans. At the school's career 
day last week, she attended the segment 
on forestry'. 


She came out of the session with the 
professional feeling anything but en­ 
couraged “ He said forestry is a physical­ 
ly demanding field and recommended 
that women interested in it should look 
into recreation instead," Miss Bauer 
reported 


Using the community as a laboratory, 
several schools also offer such 
experiences as “shadowing,” visitations 
and work-studv to acquaint students with 
the way professionals function in the 
work world. 


East High School’s work-study program 
has allowed one female student to learn 
behind-the-scenes at the local television 
station Another program, “an orienta­ 
tion and rotation" experience in five 
areas of nursing, is offered East students 
by the Veterans Administration Hospital 
Northeast has been designated one of 
the target schools for career education.

And that school offers visitation or

Unfortunately, no more than 40 
students have taken advantage of that op­ 
portunity to become acquainted with per­ 
sons working in such fields as aviation, 
law, engineering, veterinary and medical 
science — and more than half of the par­ 
ticipants to date are in the debate class in­ 
structed by Jack Mr.eller, who has en­ 
couraged his students to make at least 
three visitations. Blezek said 


Lincoln High, with the Downtown 
Rotary Club, offers a series of career 
luncheons, designed to acquaint students 
with various career clusters — a variety 
of occupations available in a single field, 
said Jerry Gruber, coordinator of out-of­ 
school learning for the Lincoln Public 
Schools’ Career Education Project 


He said company representatives take 
special pains to point out opportunities 
for females in traditionally male fields 
and vice versa 


“ However, some occupation clusters 
are more for girls than for boys,” he 
added “ Some jobs, by the very nature of 
their requirements are male or female 
We can wish it weren’t so, but until 
employers change and the community 
changes, that's the way it is.”

So last night I went looking for 
the most famous pecan tree in 
old San Antonio. 


It’s warm fiesta time down 
here. Along the winding San An­ 
tonio river, the section called La 
Villita was absolutely packed. At 
fiesta, La Villita has mariachi 
music. Little stands sell hot flour 
enchiladas and barbecued beef 
on a stick. 


One stand was selling 
rattlesnake meat — I never 
could find it but a man told me: 
“Tastes something like fish.” 
(He said it as though he didn’t 
care much for it.) 
Somewhere in La Villita is the 
pecan tree. 


The man from San Antone 
said: “ You see in the days of the 
Mexican Independence War — 
when Father Hidalgo gave the 
cry of independence — San An­ 
tonio went with him. The 
Mexican-Americans here are 
proud of that. 
“Well, down in Mexico there 
was a big statue of Hidalgo and, 
during the WPA days or 
thereabouts, they got work 
project money to cast it in 
bronze and bring it up here. 
“ Now the mayor who thought 
it up was defeated. The new 
mayor was against government 
giveaways. So there the town 
was with a statue the mayor 
didn’t want.”

San Antonio speaks Spanish 
and English.

No w R o zelle has again w eeded o ut y et ano ther 
pro blem Eight v eteran play ers, general m anager Harland 
Sv are and o wner Eugene Klein o f the San D iego Chargers 
hav e been fined a to tal o f $4 0,000 and placed o n pro batio n 
fo r v io latio n o f the N F L ’s drug po licy . It was the first 
such actio n since the league anno unced last June that it 
was strengthening its anti-drug po licy .

Sv are 
repo rtedly said: “ Ev ery bo dy kno ws w e’re talking abo ut 
marijuana.” Marijuana! Only marijuana am idst all the 
brilliantly -hued pharmaceutical supplies that abo und in 
training ro o ms? 


May be. But it w asn’t to o lo ng ago that fo rmer play er 
Ho usto n Ridge filed suit against the Chargers claiming 
impro perly adm inistered drugs caused an injury that 
ended his career in 196 9. He settled the suit fo r $300.000 
but swo rn statem ents filed during the case accused the 
team o f passing o ut as many as 10.000 pills in a single 
y ear. 
Then last No v em ber the Califo rnia Bo ard o f Medical 
Ex am iners and Bo ard o f Pharmacy inv estigated the team 
and disco v ered that altho ugh drug co ntro ls had tightened, 
drug use was ev en wo rse than in 196 9. 


No w the bell has to lled fo r eight play ers o f that team . 
D efen siv e end D eaco n Jo nes and linebacker Tim 
Ro sso v ich hav e been fined $3,000 each; wide receiv er 
Jerry Lev ias and defensiv e linem en Co y Baco n and Dav e 
Co sta $2,000 each; and linebacker co ach Rick Redman, 
running back Bo b Tho mas and guard Walt Sweeney $1,000 
each. Sv are was hit fo r $5 ,000 and Klein with $20,000. 


Sv are repo rtedly failed to ex ercise pro per superv iso ry 
co ntro ls and Klein “ fo r superv iso ry o m issio ns by (the 
Chargers’) adm inistrativ e staff.” But each said he had no 
independent ev idence o f drug abuse ev en tho ugh Klein 
hired a priv ate inv estigato r last y ear to check allegatio ns 
m ade against certain m em bers o f the team . 
But what happens no w 0 Will fo o tball begin to take o n 
the blackened im age pro fessio nal bo x ing did in the Twen­ 
ties and Thirties when it was linked to the underwo rld0 
Or is it stro ng and po werful eno ugh to ride the crest o f the 
wav e o f public o utcry and co ndem natio n? 


Fo rtunately , the NFL has Ro zelle. Damned by many 
as being unfair and unwilling to reach arbitratio n o n co n­ 
tract disputes, Ro zelle, nev ertheless, is quite willing to 
take a stand o n any thing that may dim the luster o f the 
spo rt. He is no t willing to sit idly by and let things take a 
natural co urse. 


Undo ubtedly , R o zelle’s ruling will be challenged. 
They all are. But no ne o f the play ers with the ex ceptio n o f 
Sweeney hav e denied the charges made against them 
No w the o nly thing that rem ains to be seen is precise­ 
ly ho w lo ng the pro batio n will be. Any bo dy o ccupy ing the 
lim elight o f an All-American hero and establishing 
him self as the ty pe o f indiv idual fo r to day ’s y o uths sho uld 
be willing to co nduct him self in an appro priate manner. 
With any luck, the pro batio n w ill last a lo ng tim e. A lo ng 
tim e indeed.

‘ Both states are concerned 
about this because some people 
are losing half their lan d ,” Dayle 
Williamson , executive secretary 
of the Nebraska Natural 
Resource Commission , told 
Un ited Press In tern ation al in an 
in terview. 
Williamson said before the 
House public works subcom­ 
mittee is a request from the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers for 
an other $70,000 to con tin ue 
stud ying the matter for at least 
an other year. 
However, he said , “ we thin k 
this is waitin g too lon g.” 
“ The two states feel the corps 
should move in to the construc­ 
tion stage and we are going to 
see if we can’t reach some agree­ 


ment on this,” Williamson said . 
Prior to the appearance before 
the House subcommittee, he 
said he, as Gov, J. J. Exon ’s of­ 
ficial representative, will meet 
with a representative of South 
Dakota Gov. Richard Kn eip to 
settle on a d ollar figure for con­ 
struction 
Williamson said the problem is 
acute from Nebraska’s stand ­ 
poin t. He said he knows of some 
people who have lost 40 to 80 
acres of land d ue to bank erosion 
along the Missouri. 
South Dakota, he ad d ed , faces 
a problem some might consid er 
even more serious than just the 
loss of land . 
“ Sacred Heart Hospital at 
Yan kton has been placed in 
d an ger,” Williamson said .

School District Plans Volunteer Program 


By DICK HOLMAN 
Star Staff Writer 
High school students in Lincoln may get 
volunteer experiences in human services as part 
of their regular educational program in the fall. 
The school district Wednesday received a 
$4,000 federal grant to plan the program, called 
EPIC — Educational Participation in the Com­ 
munity — according to James P Leestma, 
career education systems planning specialist. 


The May-July grant from ACTION, The um­ 
brella agency for federal volunteer programs, 
stipulates a $3,100 nonfederal share from the 
school district that requires no cash outlay; in­ 
stead, an equivalent amount of in-kind services. 


The district may possibly “ reapply for 
funds to operate the program in the fall, based 
on our experience in the planning phase.” said 
Leestma, who will work half-time as a planning 


specialist for EPIC. 
The project got underway Wednesday, he 
said, with a planning meeting of a coalition 
representing community service and govern­ 
ment agencies, school officials, students and 
poor people. 
“ This will be a joint effort by students and 
the community,” Leestma said, noting that no 
curriculum additions will be mandated stnctly 
by the school district 
EPIC ‘will be targeted at Lincoln High in 
terms of curriculum units to supporf the 
experiences," he said, but emphasized that “the 
placement services will be available to all 
students within the district." 


Curriculum units will relate how skills 
learned in classes can be applied in human ser­ 
vices, he said. Short-term units will include how 
to become a volunteer, what it means and what 
kinds of skills are required. 


“ We hope that the community agencies will 
assist us by providing in-service training for the 
volunteers that we send there,” he said. 
EPIC will involve “ students from all 
areas," not just those with social sciences 
backgrounds, Leestma said. For example, home 
economics majors could volunteer for 
homemaker assistance programs, vocational 
education students for playground repair 


“ This is not something new," Leestma 
pointed out, noting the district has conducted 
similar programs. But under EPIC, he said. 
“ We will make a consolidated effort now to pull 
those experiences we've had together and form 
a program." 
EPIC will also relate to the career educa­ 
tion concept, allowing students to explore 
human services careers, with particular 
emphasis on poverty and poverty-related ser­ 
vices, he said 


During the planning stage, the coalition will 
establish program goals and identify the 
volunteer opportunities in Lincoln; for exam­ 
ple, what hours and duties are required, what 
skills are necessary . 


Leestma said EPIC will also assess 
students’ desires — working hours they prefer, 
skills they can contribute, services they're in­ 
terested in. The program will also compile a 
pool of studenfvolunteers’ names 
EPIC will allow for “curriculum infusion, 
developing courses based on student 
experiences in human services agencies, he said 
Further, the staff will plan volunteer short 
courses and work with the agencies to develop 
instructional methods. 
At the end of July, Leestma said the district 
will use information gathered in the planning 
stages to submit a statement of feasibility for 
EPIC and apply for a continuation grant

Grand Islan d Í AP ) — 
Resolutions in support of native 
revolutionaries in Southwest 
Africa and preservation of fami­ 
ly owned and operated farms

The resolution said more than 
50 per cent of the black popu- 


iation in Namibia is Lutheran, 
and the situation there is “an ap­ 
parent tragedy.” 
It said Nebraska LCA Luther­ 
ans “ do not have clear knowl­ 
edge of the situation in Namibia 
and are confused as to what to 
do to help their brothers and 
sisters there.” 
The resolution called on the 
president of the synod to see that 
seminars and work shops are 
organized for pastors and lay 
leaders to consider the facts of 
the situation and take ap­

Under the family farm reso­ 
lution. the LCA in Nebraska will

Stores Said Caught 
In Weight Violations 


The Belmont Jack & Jill and 
the West O St. IGA grocery 
stores are scheduled to appear at 
two May 14 administrative 
hearings in connection with 
alleged sales of underweight 
meat. 
The hearings will be con­ 
ducted by State Agriculture 
Director Glenn Kreuscher. 
Checks by the department's 
weights and measures division 
revealed the stores were selling 
prepackaged meat products 
weighing less than labels in­ 
dicated, the director said. 
The action was taken in 
response to a recent rash of un­ 
derweight meat sales not only in 
Lin co ln 
but statew id e, 
Kreuscher has indicated. He es­ 
timated the incidence of un­ 
derweight meat found by his in­ 


spectors on meat counters has 
increased by 50% in the last 
three weeks. 
All types of products have 
been found underweight, in­ 
cluding beef, pork, poultry, fish 
and cheese. 
Kreuscher has said he is con­ 
sidering possible legal action 
against repeated violators of the 
state’s weights and measures 
law. 
He described recent violations 
as “ blatant,” saying it is difficult 
to see how such mistakes could 
have been made solely through 
carelessness. 
He noted consumers suspec­ 
ting a store of selling un­ 
derweight meat have the nght to 
ask store personnel to reweigh 
the meat in their presence.

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's Life 'Really Rough'

Doug Duff is an independent 


trucker. And in his words, "It's 
rough, it's really rough." 


Along with thousands of truck 


owners across the country, the 
Bennet trucker has been caught 
in the ever-tightening squeeze of 
rising operating costs and ad- 
ministrative efforts to keep 
prices down. 


-Duff, 31, has been driving 
trucks for almost nine years. 
About two years ago he decided 
to buy his own rig. 


Now he has six trucks, or "six 


headaches,'1 as he refers to 
them. 


Besides trying to appease the 


finance company and pay five 
drivers, he has to support his 
wife. Shirrale, and three small 
children, Linda 7, Jim, 6, and 
Doug Jr.. 4. 


"Everything's just about nip 


and tuck as it is now," he said. 
"Hell, everything I've got's 
mortgaged. It gets down to zilch 
once in awhile." 


Duff said he has had several 


rate increases in the past year, 
but "if diesel fuel goes up 
another penny or two, it'll just 
about take care of the increases 
we have now. 


"We don't want to make 


bigger profits," he said, "we just 
want to make a fair profit." 


For the months of December 


and January, he said he operated 
at a loss. Since the rate in- 
creases, he's "running in the 
black, but not making any return 
on my investments. 


"I'd be better off to put money 


in the bank," he said. "If you 
make 1 or 2% right now, you're a 
pretty efficient operator. I 
believe." he said. 


But like the majority of in- 


dependent truckers in the state, 
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DUFF . . . owner of 'six headaches.' 


Duff doesn't want to strike May 
13, unless the shutdown is 100% 
nationwide. 


"If a few keep truckin', 


nothing will ever come to a 
head," he said. 


Besides, he would lose more 


money. 


'•If we go (on stake) for a 


week, it'll take two months to 
catch up and break even with the 
board again," he said 


"That first strike really hurt 


Yen, you could say I definitely 
lost money." 


The biggest question he faces 


now is whether he can afford to 
stay in business. 


Duff said that if he doesn't get 


the rate increases he needs, he 
may give up and go on welfare. 


"Nixon's taking care of the oil 


companies; he might as well 
take care of us, too." 


He figures he's "pretty lucky" 


to get paid 50 cents a mile for an 
average run between the 
Midwest and the East Coast. 


On the other hand, it's costing 


him about 43 cents a mile to 
keep a rig on the road, he said, 
and that's not counting emergen- 
cies. 


"I just had a truck break down 


in Pennsylvania." he said. The 
fan went through the radiator. 
That bill was $917. plus his 
driver was tied up three days 
waiting for repairs. 


"That just about takes care of 


any profits for a whole month," 
he said. 


To top it off, an overhaul on 


that same truck, only 6,200 miles 
before, had set him back another 
S2.800. 


When he thinks of rising costs 


for diesel fuel, tires, oil. food 


and repairs, he can only moan ' 
and shake his head 


"I just wonder when and how 


it's all going to end," he said. 


Diesel fuel is up from 24 to 


around 48 to 50 cents a gallon: 
repairs cost 30-40% more than a 
year and a half ago and tires are 
up another 38%, he lamented 


"And the truckstops have 


hopped right on the wagon. 
Grease jobs, service work, tire 
repair, labor, everything's 
higher," he said. 


"On the road it's take it or 


leave it. If it falls apart 15 miles 
down the road, there's nothin' 
we can do 


"They believe in a 30-90 


guarantee." he said, cracking 
half a smile . . . "30 feet or 90 
seconds." 


The 55-mile-an-hour speed 


limit has cut his mileage from 
around five miles to the gallon to 
a little better than four, he said 
It also means he loses revenue 
from at least one load a week 


Duff said (in so many words) 


that the state patrols have been 
cracking down pretty hard on 
speeders lately. 


While trucking across Iowa 


last week, a distance of about 
300 miles, he said he spotted 48 
troopers, six sets of radar and an 
airplane overhead clocking 
drivers. 


His trucks are not equipped 


with citizen band (CB) radios — 
yet. He said he's going to get 
them, even at an average cost of 
$170 a truck 


"I'd just like to add one more 


thing," he told a reporter "You 
don't have to be crazy to drive or 
own a truck, but it sure as hell 
helps. 


"It's rough . 
. but I kinda 


enjoy it. really."

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Nixon's Lawyers Hint Showdown Ahead 


Washington (AP) — President Nixon's 


lawyers moved to quash a prosecution subpoena 
Wednesday and hinted strongly they are moving 
toward a Supreme Court showdown over whether 
the White House must give any more tapes and 
documents to Watergate investigators. 


In a motion filed in U.S. District Court, the 


President's attorneys asked Judge John J. Sirica 
to quash a subpoena seeking tapes and records of 
64 White House conversations for use by the 
Watergate special prosecutor in the cover-up trial 
of seven defendants. 


A spokesman for the office of special 


prosecutor Leon Jaworski said the White House 
motion would be resisted. A hearing was set for 
Thursday morning in Sirica's courtroom. 


"Yes, we will resist," the prosecutor's office 


said. "This is material we need. We will do 
everything we have to secure it." 


While White House chief Watergate Lawyer 


James St. Clair at a news conference earlier in the 
day had avoided a direct answer to questions 
about a Supreme Court fight, the motion filed 
later indicated he was preparing to take the battle 
to the high court. 


In the motion, St. Clair raised some points of 


law which he said he was not pressing at this 
point but was mentioning them "in order that 
they may be preserved should it be necessary for 
this case to reach a court in which Nixon vs. Sirica 
is not a controlling precedent." 


The only court through which this case could 


normally pass in which the Nixon vs. Sirica case 
of last fall is not controlling would be the 
Supreme Court. 


In the earlier case Sirica rejected similar 


White House arguments last October and ordered 
Nixon to turn over several tapes sought by then 


special prosecutor Archibald Cox. Sirica was up- 
held by the U.S. Court of Appeals for the District 
of Columbia. 


At his news conference Wednesday morning 


St. Clair had reasserted earlier indications from 
the White House that Nixon would seek to call a 
halt to demands for tapes and documents after he 
turned over 1,200 pages of transcripts to the 
House Judiciary Committee Tuesday. 


He also disclosed that the House Judiciary 


Committee seeks more than 140 additional tapes 
for its impeachment inquiry.

Petersen: Mr. President, if I 


thought you were trying to 
protect somebody, I would have 
walked out. 


Petersen also was extremely 


careful in his allegations about 
and dealings with Nixon's closest 
advisers.

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7 Arrested In 'Zebra' Case; Tie Is Seen To 80 Assaults 
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SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Seven black men were 


arrested Wednesday in the "Zebra" street 
shootings of 18 whites, and the city's mayor 
claimed police had uncovered a separatist sect 
dedicated to murdering whites. 


"The police have pierced the veil of a vicious ring 


of murderers called Death Angels," Mayor Joseph 
Alioto said. "We have the principals involved in the 
Zebra slayings." 


Labelling the sect "a reverse Ku Klux Klan," 


Alioto told a news conference in his office that 
"nearly 80 murderous assaults have been 
characterized by the Death Angels pattern of 
operations" in California since 1970. 


Law enforcement officials, however, said they 


were not aware of a statewide pattern of murder 


such as that outlined by Alioto. 


"We have no indication that any of the murders 


in San Francisco are connected with those others 
around the state," State. Atty. Gen. Evelle 
Younger told another news conference. "We have 
no evidence of a statewide conspiracy. We are still 
investigating." 


Younger, a Republican who is seeking nomina- 


tion for governor, said he would not comment 
further on Alioto's description of the group. "I 
don't want to say anything that might jeopardize 
the investigation," he said. 


Alioto, a Democrat who also is seeking nomina- 


tion for governor, suspended his campaign ac- 
tivities to conduct an early morning meeting Satur- 
day with police, a lawyer and a man believed to be 


an informer. In response to a question, the mayor 
said it was at that meeting he first learned of the 
existence of Death Angels. 


"The Death Angels, who use wings as an insignia, 


literally earn their promotions upon presentation 
of proof of the number and nature of the murders 
committed." Alioto said Wednesdasy. 


"The local group is a division of a larger 


organization dedicated to the murder and mutila- 
tion of whites and dissident blacks. The pattern of 
killing is by random street shooting or hacking to 
death with machete, cleaver or knife. 


"Decapitation and other forms ot mayhem bring 


special credit from the organization for the killers. 
Hitchhikers are a particular prey." 


Police Chief Donald Scott was asked if the rash 


of San Francisco killings was over and said: "I 
hope they are." 


Alioto's announcement came as 100 police, 


wearing bulletproof vests and armed with 
shotguns, finished rounding up the seven black 
men in a series of raids that began at 3:30 a.m 


Chief of Inspectors Charles Barca identified the 


men as: J.C. Simon, 29: Larry Green. 22, Dwight 
Stallings. 28; Thomas Manney 31, Manual Moore. 
23. Edgar Burton. 22, and Clarence Jamerson. 27 


All were booked for investigation of conspiracy 


to commit murder, Barca said 


"Death Angels, a kind of reverse Ku Klux Klan. 


is based on muddled aberrations clearly ontside the 
mainstream of Islamic religions," Alioto said "In 
my opinion it represents as much a potential threat 


to blacks as to whites. 


"Our intelligence indicates that the national 


leader of this organization is apparently located 
outside of California and that he determines levels 
of promotion in the local divisions." In response to 
a question, he said he believes "the leader is 
located in a Midwestern city. That's the best we 
can say at this point." 


Alioto said "Nearly 80 California murderous 


assaults, principally in Los Angeles. San Francisco, 
Alameda and Sacramento counties between 
December of 1970 to date, have been characterized 
by the Death Angel pattern of operations — un- 
provoked random shootings of whites in the street 
or mutilation by heavy-bladed weapons committed

Washington (UPI) — Energy 


chief John C. Sawhill com- 
plained to Congress Wednesday 
that major oil companies are 
threatening to damage free com- 
petition by taking over too many 
retail outlets. 


He told a Senate small 


business subcommittee that 
moves by refiners to enter the 
retail business are included in 
the Federal Energy Office's in- 
vestigation into competitive 
practices in the petroleum in- 
dustry. 


"One of the trends currently 


of concern to me is that major 
oil companies are moving into 
the retail sector more 
aggressively," said,Sawhill, head 
of the FEO. 


He told the subcommittee that 


currently independent dealers 
dominate retail sales of gasoline 


and the FEO wants to keep it 
that way. 


"It seems to me to be very im- 


portant to maintain a strong, 
viable independent segment," 
he said, explaining that the FEO 
would like to have fuel allocation 
powers "for some time in the 
future" to ensure survival of the 
independents 


Sawhill also predicted that 


fuel shortages would be less 
severe next winter. He said there 
would be some spot shortages 
but nothing like the long lines at 
gasoline pumps last winter. 


"I believe the severe shortages 


we experienced this past winter 
are largely over," said Sawhill. 
"Unless there is a reimposition 
of the (Arab oil) embargo, and I 
don't anticipate that happening, 
we will not experience the 
severe shortage we had last 
winter.''

He charged 
the Soviets with making long 
delays in promised arms 
shipments and with trying to use 
arms as a club to control Egypt's 
foreign policy. 


Sadat stressed that Syrian 


President Hafez Assad "has the 
final word" with Kissinger about 
a Syrian-Israeli troop separation 
on the Golan, but added: "We 
are discussing all the 
possibilities." 


Egyptian sources said the only 


two remaining stumbling blocks 
are a way of linking disengage- 
ment to further steps toward 
peace and the question of who 
controls three vantage points 
west of Mt. Hermon which look 
down on Syrian and Israeli1 
positions.

Secretary of State Henry 


Kissinger is coming here this 
week to try and tranquilize this 
violent situation. 


That will not be easy. During 


our conversation of well over 
two hours, the afternoon calm 
was interrupted several times by 
loud booms. Finally the presi- 
dent telephoned an aide and was 
advised that Syrian and Israeli 
jets had been engaged in a 
dogfight that began over the 
Mount Hermon battlefield and 
were swinging through this 
country's bright sunlit sky firing 
rockets at each other. 


Assad emphasized: "The Arab 


people cannot keep silent while 
Israeli occupation of their lands 
continues "

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Nixon Speech A Monument To Artful Dodging 


WASHINGTON - In the great crises of his 


political life, Richard Nixon has been 
almost recklessly bold. He saved himself 
from charges of corruption in the presiden- 
tial campaign of 1952 with his Checkers 
speech. He came back after losing the 
presidency of 1960 and the governorship of 
California in 1962, and the guess here is that 
he has helped himself by his latest TV 
defense against impeachment and convic- 
tion. 


As in 1952, he appealed in his latest TV 


performance to the people over the heads of 
the politicians. His fate lies, first, with the 
Judiciary Committee of the House, then with 
the opinion of the House itself, and finally, if 
he cannot persuade them, with the judgment 
of the Senate. But he did not give the 
Judiciary Committee the evidence it had 
subpoenaed. He gave them that part of the 
evidence he thought they should have, and 
interpreted it selectively in his TV address to 
the nation before the Judiciary Committee 
had even had a chance to read the partial 
evidence he had provided. 


More than that, he challenged the 


Congress to decide what facts they needed to 
carry out their constitutional responsibilities 
in the impeachment process, and even in- 
sisted on who should verify the evidence he 
had made available.

For example, he insisted that his own 


lawyers should have the right to challenge 
any charges made against him in the im- 
peachment proceedings of the House, but 
refused to allow the lawyers of the Judiciary 
Committee to listen to the tapes and check 
them against the selected transcripts he sent 
to Capitol Hill. 


In short, he asked the people and the 


Congress to trust him, but refused to trust 
the Judiciary Committee or its lawyers to 
hear the tapes on which his argument was 
based. Also, he concentrated his attack on 
the testimony of John Dean, the main 
witness against him, though he must have 
known that Dean was forbidden by the 
courts to answer back. 


All this was presented by the President to 


the nation as an exercise of unprecedented 
generosity. No president in the history of the 
Republic, he said, had ever made available 
to the Congress or the people so many secret 
conversations within the White House, which 
is true. No doubt, he added, these 
documents would be misconstrued by his op- 
ponents in the Congress and the press, but he 
had always sought to do what was right, and 
now all these thousands of documents would 
be published, and if anybody had any doubt, 
the chairman of the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee, Peter Rodino, Jr., of New Jersey, 
and the senior Republican member of the 
committee, Edward Hutchison of Michigan, 
could listen to the tapes and confirm 
whether or not he was telling the truth. 


It is odd that such a speech should have to 


be made in America by the President of the 
United States, and even tragic that he felt he 
had to say, if you don't believe all this, you 
can check it against the'record, but still this 
was probably the most powerful and effec- 


tive political speech Nixon has ever made. 


Unlike his recent public speeches in 


Mississippi, Texas, and Illinois, when he 
seemed to be elaborately enthusiastic in his 
language and gestures, Nixon argued his case 
from the Oval Office of the White House 
with patient detail and calm. If he made any 
mistake, it was that he went on too long, but 
he was composed and conveyed the impres- 
sion that he knew precisely what he was 
doing. 


Seen from Capitol Hill, it was a clever, 


almost an outrageous speech. For if the 
Congress agreed with it, the House and the 
Senate would be saying that, even in an im- 
peachment proceeding, the President should 
be able to select the evidence and the people 
who should check and confirm it. 


Nevertheless, seen from the television 


screens, the President's main target, it was 
probably an effective and even brilliant 
political performance. Here is all the rele- 
vant evidence, he said to the television 
audience. It will prove my fairness and in- 
nocence., Here behind me are volumes of 


testimony. Let the Congress and the people 
study them, and if they have any doubt, let 
Rodino and Hutchinson of the Judiciary 
Committee listen to them, and raise 
questions, and I will answer them under 
oath. But not, he insisted, the rest of the 
Judiciary Committee, and not the lawyers of 
the committee or its staff. 


.* * * 
No doubt this sounded fine to the televi- 


sion audience, but imagine Rodino and 
Hutchinson, without lawyers or staff, trying 
to go through dozens of tapes on hundreds of 
intricate questions, while still trying to 
preside over the proceedings of the Judiciary 
Committee and whatever else is going on in 
the House of Representatives. Even if the 
President's invitation were reasonable, it 
would take months of listening, and months 
more of questioning. 


Meanwhile, the other members of the 


Judiciary Committee will be complaining 
that they have been tricked and left out of 


heirlig the evidence, and the controversy 
will not be resolved, as the President 
predicted, but will become even more com- 
plicated and vindictive than before. 


This is the chance the President took — 


maybe the boldest of his career - but it may 
work. Like Stans and Mitchell, the 
President's problem is to prove that there is 
a "reasonable doubt" that he knew about the 
scandals of 1972 or tried to cover them up. 


And by releasing all these volumes of 


testimony and going to the people with his 
evidence and his appeals to get all this 
behind us and get on to the battle against 
war and inflation, he has probably gained 
considerable support in the country and 
some votes in Congress. 


Nixon is probably wrong in supposing that 


his speech and his pile of documents will end 
the controversy, but he has released enough 
to create "reasonable doubt" and that may 
be decisive in his favor at the end.

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Curtis Incredibly Loyal 


The House Judiciary Committee 


should close up shop immediately and stop 
wasting the taxpayers' dollars, according to 
Nebraska Senator Carl T. Curtis. The 
Minden senator thus continues his incredi- 
ble loyalty to the President. 


Throughout the entire Watergate 


episode, Senator Curtis has been probably 
the staunchest supporter of Mr. Nixon. In 
the process, he has shown far more con- 
cern for the political welfare of the Presi- 
dent and his party than he has for the 
preservation of those essential values of 
society that Watergate has dragged through 
the mud. 


Of course, Curtis would affirm his faith 


in the law of the land. He would not sup- 
port breaking and entering, obstruction of 
justice, perjury and the long litany of other 
criminal acts that have been a part of the 
Washington scandal. 


The important thing is that Curtis has 


sought to hide all this from public view by 
his constant defense of the President. He 
has sought to sell the American people a 
bill of goods, one that the vast majority of 


citizens simply have not bought. 


But Curtis apparently believes the peo- 


ple of Nebraska still have or will buy his 
position in the matter. Curtis has displayed 
no concern at all for the facts and has con- 
stantly taken Watergate with a grain of salt. 


Now he proposes that the House in- 


vestigating committee stop its work and 
maintains that what it has done to date has 
been a waste of money. Would the senator 
want the investigation of crime stopped in 
midstream in the many other cases that 
abound throughout the land? 


Would he say it was a waste of money 


for public investigators to examine 
evidence pertaining to possible crimes in 
the private sector of the nation's business? 
Curtis has consistently demonstrated a 
total lack of appreciation for any of the 
evils that have been a part of the Watergate 
situation. 


The Nebraska senator has been in- 


different to the raw abuses of power that 
have been uncovered in the administration 
and the people of this state ought to hold 
him accountable "for this. 


Revival of Courtroom Brawling 


The calendar was rolled back a few 


years in Sioux Falls, S.D., Tuesday when 
Indian militants and police did battle, 
leaving the furnishings and the dignity of a 
courtroom in shambles. 


It was somewhat reminiscent of the 


courtroom antics of antiwar activists ver- 
sus officers of the court during the con- 
spiracy trails of recent yesteryear. 


Only these were more than antics. 


Sympathizers with Indian defendants who 
are on trial for their part in the violent 
demonstrations in Custer. S.D.. two years 
ago, refused to stand for the judge's en- 
trance into the courtroom. The judge then 
ordered the courtroom cleared. 


Few are certain of the spark which 


touched it off, but in the ensuing melee, 
the courtroom was wrecked, half the win- 
dows in the building were knocked out, ten 
persons were hospitalized for injuries and 
two innocent persons were killed, indirect- 
ly, when a police car on the way to the

scene collided with another car. 


Some say the Indians started it all; 


others contend it was a "police riot." We 
imagine that none of the parties was com- 
pletely blameless. 


And we know that Americans had 


hoped that such arrogance, destruction and 
injury as part of the judicial process 
belonged to the past. 


It is well established by now that 


causes, such as the Indian militants are ser- 
ving, cannot be helped by mocking the 
symbols of justice. And the police should 
have learned by now that they cannot com- • 
mand respect and confidence by 
overzealous head-knocking. 


With the Wounded Knee trials 


scheduled in Lincoln in the near future, 
people here might be especially apprehen- 
sive after what happened in Sioux Falls. 
We hope that the coming judicial drama 
can be played out with the respect and 
dignity due the process.

Miracles Or Missiles? 


DAMASCUS — Many miracles have been 


reported in this part of the world but I somehow 
doubt if Henry Kissinger, described as a 
miracle-maker by his new friend, Anwar El- 
Sadat, president of Egypt, is going to pull one 
out of his hat when he comes here on his new 
tour of the Bible Lands. To begin with', he 
doesn't wear a hat. 


The key figure on this trip is Hafez Al- 


Assad, Syria's 44-year-old chief of state. If 
Assad, a blocky, self-contained, courteous 
general, who may be the world's only political 
boss who can fly a MIG, talks to the secretary of 
state the way he talked to me, Kissinger may 
order a Homburg after all. 


The Syrian used to command the air force 


before he seized control of his country four 
years ago But this technical experience had 
nothing to do with the fact that our lengthy, un- 
emotional conversation in the palace of this 
famous, ancient city, where the head of Saint 
John the Baptist is enshrined, was studded with 
loud bangs. 


The bangs didn't come from Assad who is 


by nature so cool he doesn't have to keep it. No. 
the counterpoint was provided by Syrian and 
Israeli jets which started their argument near 
Mount Hermon and got so loud about their mis- 
sile exchanges as they skidded overhead that the 
former air force general telephoned to inquire 
what the noise was all about. 


The noise, of course, symbolized what 


brings Henry here. Had his wife been arranging 
the tour. John the Baptist might have been the 
attraction, but she is off investigating the Nile 
Valley. 


President Assad represents the hurdle to be 


crossed before an Arab-Israeli peace conference 
can be reconvened. He is a highly moral, essen- 
tially unsubtle man of modest origins. He comes 
from an Alawite family in the North. Tbe 
Alawites are a schismatic Moslem sect in tbe in- 
tensely religious Middle East where more men 
by far have been killed for God than for any 
other reason. 


He graduated from military academy and 


trained as a fighter pilot in Russia, although he 
doesn't look bke a dashing aerobatics expert 
and told me that on his rare free moments he 
likes to walk, read and play ping-pong 


.Assad acknowledges no specific ideological 


or personal influences. He says he was bitten 
early by a patriotic bug and a desire to shake off 
foreign influences (French, when he was born.) 


According to him he was always serious and 


spent much time reading, as be still does. He 
joined the Baath Arab Socialist Party — often 
divided into factions — and still considers 
himself a Baath "Arab Socialist Nationalist" bat 
emphatically not "a Marxist." He claims his 
ambition has been constant: to liberate and 
develop his country and to equalize the distribo-' 
tion of its wealth. 


Diplomats say be has shown a tendency 


toward bberalization, economic relaxation and 
religious tolerance. Christian services are broad- 


1 


cast by the state radio on Sundays for the first 
time in years. In Syrian terms, all these aspects 
are significant. This is a durable little country, 
inured to hardship, which boasts it makes the 
toughest soldiers in the Arab world. 


General Assad 


Assad claims that "wars are not oar hob- 


by." His initial trade was war and be is not like- 
ly to be easily diverted from bis bask goals in 
tbe new demi-war with Israel, a demi-wir only 
in tbe sense that Syria alone is doing tbe 
fighting. He acknowledges that his mflitarv 
supplies have been built op by Russia so they 
are at least as strong as when tbe October Arab- 
Israeli war started. He depends on Moscow to 
continue to pass tbe ammunition even if it 
doesn't join bis Alawites in praising the Lord. 


It seems obvious that if Kissinger is to 


produce a miracle and end tbe booming of mis- 
siles on the Mount Hermon-Golan front, thus 
opening the door to a new peace meeting in 
Geneva, he is going to have to pat new pressure 
on Israel while his colleague. Gromyko, 
somehow tranquilizes Syria 


Israel is unhappy about what has been going 


on. not only in interested superpower capitals 
but also with the situation along its borders and 
inside them. It counts on Kissinger and bopes be 
can assuage the stolid Gromyko. 


Bat whether aD this can influence tbe 


granitic Assad and silence tbe missiles... that 
wiO indeed give a miraculocs tinge to what is 
caOed diplomacy.

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Whelan's Campaign Most Comprehensive 


(EDITOR'S NOTE: Ttte is the 


seventh of a series of articles on 
candidates in the May 14 
primary election.)

Armed with Gov. J. James 


Exon's endorsement, Hastings 
attorney Gerald Whelan is con- 
ducting the most comprehensive 
lieutenant governor campaign of 
the 1974 primary elections. 


His task: to establish a win-, 


mng edge over his better known 
opponents by May 14. 


If he succeeds, Whelan will 


have a happy 49th birthday on 
Election Day. 


"There is only one issue," 


Whelan contends. 


"And that is who would make 


Jim Exon the best lieutenant 
governor. 


"The nature of this job is not 


issue-oriented. It's simply a 
question of what the teams are 
going to look like in November." 


Nebraskans this autumn elect 


their governor and lieutenant 
governor as a team for the first 
time. So whichever candidate 
Democratic voters pick for the 
second spot next month will be 
teamed with Exon (assuming he 
turns back primary challenger 
Richard Schmitz of Lyman) in 
November. 


Choice Clear 


Exon has made his choice 


crystal clear, and the governor 
and Whelan are attempting to 
run as "a team" in the primary 
election. 


None of the other candidates 


is compatible with Exon, 
Whelan believes, particularly the 
best known of the lot, Sen. Terry 
Carpenter of Scottsbluff. 


"I think it's going to come 


down to either Carpenter or me" 
in 
the 
four-candidate 


Democratic scrap, Whelan said. 


While he is the choice of Exon, 


Whelan said, Carpenter is the 
choice of Republican guber- 
natorial candidate (soon to be 
nominee) Richard Marvel. 


"Dick Marvel wants to make 


sure Terry gets the Democratic 
nomination for lieutenant gover- 
nor," Whelan said. "It is 
Marvel's assessment that his 
chore (in November) would be 
made less difficult by the 
nomination of Carpenter." 


"Incompatible" 


It is Whelan's contention that 


Carpenter would be an "incom- 
patible" running mate and an 
"incompatible" Exon lieute- 
nant. 


Carpenter's legislative perfor- 


mance this year was more 
friendly to Marvel than Exon, 
Whelan noted. 


"Terry only filed for the office 


because be thinks it may be an 
easy way to back into the gover- 
nor's chair," Whelan said. 


Political guesswork has 


centered on the possibility that a 
re-elected Governor Exon might 
at mid-term in 1976 make a bid 
for the U.S. Senate seat now held 
by Republican Roman Hruska. 


If Exon failed, he would retain 


the governorship. If he won, he 
could turn the office over to his 
Democratic lieutenant governor. 


But that scenario presumably 


depends, in part, on who sits in 
the lieutenant's chair. 


Impact Discussed 


Thus, the final result of this 


year's Democratic primary der- 
by for lieutenant governor could 
have an historic impact on the 
short-term future of Nebraska 
politics, Democratic hopes and 
Jim Exon ... as well as Jerry 
Whelan. 


(Exon told an educational 


television network panel of 
newsmen last week that Whelan 
is also his choice to succeed him 
as governor at the end of a se- 
cond four-year term.) 


Whelan says his own private 


polls indicate that he is runm'ng 
either first or second in each of 
the three congressional districts. 
Carpenter shows that kind of 
strength in two of the districts, 
while Sen. Jules Burbach of 
Crofton displays similar strength 
in only one. 


So his job, Whelan says, is to 


build on that base over the final 
weeks of the campaign. Candid- 
ly, he admits, he will need that 
extra time. 


Thus, Whelan is marching 


through solid campaign days 
which begin before dawn and 
continue into the night. He has 
traveled more than 8,000 miles. 


His right hand is swollen and 


calloused from shaking hands — 
as many, he figures, as 3,500 in a 
single day. 


Media Campaign 


Meanwhile, the Exon-Whelan 


Committee has launched a final 
four-week media campaign es- 


Gerald Whelan 


timated to cost $25,000. 


Total primary costs for the 


team will reach at least $35,000, 
according to campaign manager 
Loren Belker. 


Whelan has been at it full time 


since April 1. Before that he was 
on the road two-thirds of the 
time for a month and, prior to 
that, he made brief forays into 
vital areas of the state. 


Pat Exon, the governor's wife, 


was out campaigning with him 
last week. And the governor 
joins him here and there for 
joint appearances. 


Previous Ventures 


Whelan has had two previous 


ventures into the state's political 
arena. 


In i960, he won the First 


District Democratic 
con- 


gressional nomination, but fell 
to Republican Rep. Phil Weaver 
in the general election. Whelan 
won 45% of the vote, running far 
ahead of Democratic presiden- 
tial candidate John Kennedy. 


In 1970, he sought and won 


election to the non-partisan 
State Board of Education, 
ousting incumbent John 
Wagoner by 4,262 votes, winning 
13 of 14 counties in the process. 


Whelan was board president 


when he resigned last January to 
enter the lieutenant governor's 
race. 


Party Posts 


As a Democrat, he has served 


as Adams County chairman and 
in a variety of state party posts. 


As for his two best-known 


Democratic challengers, 
Carpenter and Burbach, Whelan 
has said: "I can't think of two 
senators who have caused more 
problems for Governor Exon." 


Surveying'the entire field of 


opponents, which also includes 
Sen. Frank Lewis of Bellevue, he 
suggests: "If this is a case of the 
Legislature against the governor, 
I'm delighted to be on the gover- 
nor's side." 


And Whelan hopes to be there, 


at Exon's side, this autumn.

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Minority, Poor Students To Be Considered

The Faculty Senate at the 


University of Nebraska-Lincoln 
will be asked Tuesday to ap- 
prove a course of action to im- 
prove educational opportunities 
for minority and low-income 
students at UNL. 


The senate will meet at 3:30 


p.m. in the auditorium of 
Sheldon Memorial Art Gallery, 
12th &R. 


Dr. Kenneth L. Bader, vice 


chancellor for student affairs,! 
will present a resolution of eight 
goals for the students, drafted 
cooperatively by his office, 
college deans and minority 
faculty and staff members at 
UNL. 


Chancellor James Zumberge 


ordered the study and supports 
endorsement of the resolution 
by the Faculty Senate, Bader 
said. 


He told The Star the study 


began last fall, when "we began 


to note dissatisfaction" by 
minority students with in- and 
out-of-class aspects of the un- 
iversity. Zumberge and UNL ad- 
ministrators held meetings with 
the students to hear their 
suggestions. 


"Our staff has observed that 


there is increasing racial 
restlessness on campus and, as 
well, isolated behavioral 
problems," the resolution states. 
"Added to the racial milieu, 
many of our minority students

are searching to determine how 
higher education can be made 
more meaningful in their 
current and future lives." 


The proposed course of action 


represents a response from 
UNL. 


According to the resolution, 


minority students have said: 


—They feel excluded from the 


campus mainstream, 
because 


they are few in number. 


—They object to the small 


, number of minority faculty and 
staff members available for ad- 
vising and teaching; to "tenuous 
financial aid for the individual," 
and to limited funding for ethnic 
cultural progams. 


—They "experience what they 


consider to be a variety of white 
racist attitudes in the classroom 
and throughout the campus com- 
munity." 


The resolution emphasizes 


that efforts to improve UNL 
minority students' educational 
experiences "will not be done at 
the literal and/or figurative 
expense of the majority group. 


"Our plans will support the 


goal that this university is to 
serve the interests and needs of 
all people." 


Bader said any expenses 


required to improve the 
programs would probably be 


paid by Undent fees or private 
sources; "most likely they would 
not be tax dollars." 


He said the programs would 


rely not on spending; rather, on 
increased contributions of time 
by UNL faculty and staff. 


The goals in the proposed 


course of action include 
doubling the size of the minority 
freshman class — to about 130, 
according to Bader; ensuring 
financial aid is available to meet 
the needs of all low-income 
(minority and white) freshmen 
and returning students; and 
developing and funding of 
minority cultural programming. 


Another calls for Bader to 


form a minority student round- 
table representing all minority 
groups, to meet monthly to ad- 
vise him of recommendations 
for classroom and out-of-class 
matters. 


The proposal also would form 


an affirmative action plan to add 
"a significant number of minori- 
ty faculty and staff" during the 
1974-75 academic year; and a 
plan to recruit qualified minority 
graduate students. 


The final goal would create a 


committee of all-minority UNL 
faculty to work with Bader in in- 
creasing the sue of the freshman 
class and improving minority 
education. 


Swearingen Criticizes 
'Total Waste Of Money' 


Lancaster County com- 


missioner candidate William 
Swearingen lashed out at the 
present 
county 
board 


Wednesday, charging waste of 
taxpayers' money and dissension 
resulting from "lack of trust." 


Swearingen, who is seeking 


the Republican nomination for 
the post now held by County 
Board Chairman Robert Colin, 
said that the county's spending 
$30,000 to have the federal 
government determine what 
type of civil service system 
would be applicable to county 
employes is in his opinion a 
"total waste of money." 


He said that the government 


has this information available by 
merely paving the cost of prin- 
ting or copying or sending one 
man to Washington to obtain all 


the necessary information. 


Swearingen said that he would 


like to make the county board a 
"free-thinking board of three 
specific individuals." 


The first dissension between 


the county board and other 
department heads and county 
employes, according to 
Swearingen, came four years ago 
when Colin was elected and 
"many blamed it on a personal 
clash between him and Bill 
Grossman." 


"Grossman has been out of of- 


fice for two years, and the in- 
secuirty appears to be even 
stronger," he said, noting that 
Colin and Commissioner Jan 
Gauger, who holds the post 
formerly held by Grossman, 
"appear to be running the coun- 
*v the way they wish."

State Fire Marshal Joe Phita aid 


Wednesday be would inspect the Refor- 
matory at the Penal Complex in response 
to a request from State Sen. Roland 
Luedtke of Lincoln. 


Pluta said he would order buildings 


evacuated if he found there was "an 
extreme and eminent" danger. He said a 
consulting engineer would have to con- 
firm bis findings before an evacuation 
order was given. 


Pluta said an inspection of the Refor- 


matory in January showed the buildings 


were old and in need of replacement, but 
did not rtprcMot an extreme and emi- 
nent danger. 


The State Health Department said 


Director Henry D. Smith would announce 
his decision on Luedtke's request late 
Wednesday. 


Luedtke made the request after his 


plans to get a replacement for the Refor- 
matory failed. Luedtke had worked out a 
plan with the governor to replace the 
Reformatory and the Penitentiary, but 
the plan was amended by the Legislature 
and vetoed by uie governor. 


The Reformatory houses first convic- 


tion male inmates. 


Pluta said he would begin the inspec- 


tion early next week and would be 
looking particularly for cracks in the 
foundations of the buildings. 


He said inspectors had found some 


deficiencies in the Reformatory in the 
past, but none of the deficencies were 
extreme enough to close the faculity. 


If problems are serious enough, he 


said, he would close the facility and let 
the prison authorities decide where they 
would move the prisioners. 


Poll Shows Pool Favored 


A telephone poll 
of 


Meadowlane residents reveals 
that 81.4% favor the construc- 
tion of a swimming pool in their 
neighborhood. 


Richard Hansen, president of 


the Meadowlane Community 
Improvement Assn., said 46.6% 
of those surveyed favored the 
Meadowlane School as the poll 
site. 


Hansen sent the results of the 


survey to Chelys Hester, 


chairwoman of the Parks and 
Recreation Board pool subcom- 
mittee. 


Other locations mentioned as

"A great field for a woman," said a 


recruiting poster, greeting Shelly Coffey, 
a Lincoln Northeast junior, as she accom- 
panied three of her peers on a tour of the 
Nebraska Air National Guard. 


The'four met with Maj. R. D. Daniell, 


flight instructor, who explained the 
eligibility and training requirements for 
guard pilots, careers in which the student 
had indicated an interest. 


The lecture completed, Daniell turned 


to Miss Coffey, with the sad news: "The 
military, or the Air Force, has not seen fit 
to train women as pilots. But there are 
other flight jobs for a woman," — such as 
flight nursing. 


However, commercial airlines now 


have some female pilots, the major 
added. 


Touring the guard facility, Miss Coffey 


said she wasn't surprised that the military 
had no female pilots. That she is con- 
templating a career in social work or 
journalism. 


Why, then, had she participated in the 


tour? 


"It is a good chance to explore all 


(career) possibilities," she said, adding, 
"The problem is many of them . . . are 
not visible."

If a revised edition of the Dictionary of 


Occupational Titles were to be published 
today, it would list nearly 45,000 different 
careers, estimated Dr. Clay Gerken. 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln professor 
of educational psychology. 


"How many kids can name 17f'" he 


questioned. 


Individuals confronted with career 


decisions inevitably fall back on areas to 
which tl«ey have been exposed, said Dr. 
Rudolph Fredstrom, director of 
counseling for the Lincoln Public 
Schools. "They see their mothers doing 
housework and think that's the only job 
for women." 


It is just that limited exposure and 


awareness which has prompted the 
schools to launch new career-oriented 
programs — career days, career educa- 
tion and many other opportunities for in- 
creased visibility of career choices. 


The opportunities are there, but are the 


students taking advantage of them9 


According to school officials, those 


programs have been met with only 
limited success. And the impact has been 
even less with respect to the young 
women aggressively looking into those 
careers not typically associated with 
females. 


"For Males Only" and "For Females 


Only" are not the headings for the sign-up 
sheets for career day segments at Lincoln 
Southeast. Rather, the opportunity to dis- 
cuss jobs with the professionals in any 
area is available to any student 


But the females consistently register 


for the traditional female courses — 
elementary education, nursing, dental 
assisting and interior design, said Don 
Darnell, assistant principal for student 
services at Lincoln Southeast 


He said there exists a "cultural lag" in 


the students' awareness and acceptance 
of female breakthroughs into traditional- 
ly male-dominated fields. 


"They would rather delay" con- 


templating future plans, observed 
Charles Hemphill, Southeast counselor. 
"Some students will do anything to get 
out of attending" career day discussions 


"It's hard to get people's attention" 


when careers do not yet seem a reality, 
said Vernon Williams, University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln associate professor of 
e d u c a t i o n a l 
psychology 
and 


measurements and higher education, 
saying that realistically investigating 
career options is a matter of maturation 


Diann Bauer, however, is a Southeast 


sophomore who already is thinking of her 
future career plans. At the school's career 
day last week, she attended the segment 
on forestry. 


She came out of the session with the 


professional feeling anything but en- 
couraged "He said forestry is a physical- 
ly demanding field and recommended 
that women interested in it should look 
into recreation instead," Miss Bauer 
reported 


Using the community as a laboratory, 


several schools also offer such 
experiences as "shadowing," visitations 
and work-study to acquaint students with 
the way professionals function in the 
work world. 


East High School's work-study program 


has allowed one female student to learn 
behind-the-scenes at the local television 
station Another program, "an orienta- 
tion and rotation" experience in five 
areas of nursing, is offered East students 
by the Veterans Administration Hospital 


Northeast has been designated one of 


the target schools for career education.

And that school offers visitation or 


"shadowing" experiences for its students. 


Unfortunately, no more than 40 


students have taken advantage of that op- 
portunity to become acquainted with per- 
sons working in such fields as aviation, 
law, engineering, veterinary and medical 
science — and more than half of the'par- 
ticipants to date are in the debate class in- 
structed by Jack Mueller, who has en- 
couraged ins students to make at least 
three visitations, Blezek said. 


Lincoln High, with the Downtown 


Rotary Club, offers a series of career 
luncheons, designed to acquaint students 
with various career clusters — a variety 
of occupations available in a single field, 
said Jerry Gruber, coordinator of out-of- 
school learning for the Lincoln Public 
Schools' Career Education Project 


He said company representatives take 


special pains to point out opportunities 
for females in traditionally male fields 
and vice versa 


"However, some occupation clusters 


are more for girls than for boys," he 
added "Some jobs, by the very nature of 
their requirements are male or female 
We can wish it weren't so, but until 
employers change and the community 
changes, that's the way it is "

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Schmit Eyes Subpoenas 
In Fertilizer Investigation 


By The ;Anodited Press 


Though, fertilizer manufac- 


turers are hof repsonding to a 
questionnaire sent out by the 
legislature's Agriculture Com- 
mittee, Chairman Loran Schmit 
said he intends to find more in- 
formation about the fertilizer 
shortage even if he has to sub- 
poena company executives. 


Committee members con- 


tacted recently indicated they 
would support Schmit if he 
wanted to subpoena the fertili- 
zer manufacturers. 


The questionnaire was mailed 


to manufacturers after 
the 


committee held a hearing on fer- 
tilizer shortages last month. 
Committee Counsel William L. 
Gilmore said complete respon- 
se.1: to the questionnaires could 
be used to determine if a con- 
spiracy to raise prices by re- 
stricting supply existed among 
manufacturers. 


Witnesses at the committee's 


first hearing said fertilizer' 
manufacturing was up 5 per cent 
from last year, but supplies 
availble to farmers through nor- 
mal distribution channels were 
down about 25 per cent. 


Schmit said the committee 


sent 20 questionnaires and re- 
ceived only five responses. He 
said none of the responses was 
satisfactory. 


Schmit, reached in Bellwood, 


said the Agriculture Committee 
would probably call the manu- 
facturers in one at a time start- 
ing with those who were sup- 
plying the least amount of fer- 
tilizer to their customers. 


Schmit said he was unsure of 


the timetable for the hearings' 
and said, "I don't have time 
right now."

obtain information on gasoline 
availability from fuel dealers, 
highway patrol offices and other 
sources.

Shortage areas will be defined 
on the map, and alternative 
routes or fuel stops will be des- 
ignated.

So last night I went looking for 


the most famous pecan tree in 
old San Antonio. 


It's warm fiesta time dovri 


here. Along the winding San An- 
tonio river, the section called La 
Villita was absolutely packed. At 
fiesta, La Villita has mariachi 
music. Little stands sell hot flour 
enchiladas and barbecued beef 
on a stick. 


One stand was selling 


rattlesnake meat — I never 
could find it but a man told me: 
"Tastes something like fish." 
(He said it as though he didn't 
care much for it.) 


Somewhere in La Villita is the 


pecan tree. 


The man from San Antone 


said: "You see in the days of the 
Mexican Independence War — 
when Father Hidalgo gave the 
cry of independence — San An- 
tonio went with him. The 
Mexican-Americans here are 
proud of that. 


"Well, down in Mexico there 


was a big statue of Hidalgo and, 
during the WPA days or 
thereabouts, they got work 
project money to cast it in 
bronze and bring it up here. 


"Now the mayor who thought 


it up was defeated. The new 
mayor was against government 
giveaways. So there the town 
was with a statue the mayor 
didn't want." 


San Antonio speaks Spanish 


and English. Sometimes in the 
same sentence. If you order a 
steak, you'll likely get a side 
order of chiles. Mexican food in 


San Antone is the best I've ever 
had. 


He said: '"m top of having a 


statue, they'd built a place to put 
it in La Villita. A kind of a stand. 
So it needed something and they 
planted a pecan tree on it. 


"It was hardly planted when 


lightning struck it. Tore it all 
down." 


He said: "They planted 


another — a raintree, I believe. 
And lightning struck that one. 


"By this time you couldn't get 


a Mexican to go near the place. 
They're very superstitious. A lot 
of the old beliefs that have gone 
out in Mexico are still very ap- 
parent here. Cults and things 
like that. 


"Well, they planted another 


pecan tree, and what do you 
think?" (I hardly knew what to 
think. I thought maybe they 


should stop planting trees and 
hire a state mockingbird.) 


He said: "Lightning struck 


that one, too."

Applause For Rozelle 


That glorious institution that provides the impetus 


for fulfillment of the Great American Dream where the 
poor and downtrodden can pull themselves up by their 
bootstraps if they're gifted with an utter disregard for 
their own body and the health of others has cracked down 
again. 


The National Football League, ruled with an iron- 


clad hand by Pete Rozelle who wields a mighty axe at the 
heads of wrong-doers, has provided fame and fortune for 
many individuals and built enough heros in the Jack 
Armstrong All-American boy image to give every youth a 
hero or individual to identify with. But lately, those heros 
have been found to have the proverbial feet of clay. The 
gilt-edged shine of their clean-cut image has become tar- 
nished with antics and problems that go against the 
Mom's Apple Pie ideology long associated with it. 


Rember Lance Rentzel who breeched several 


codes by exposing himself and eventually being placed on 
probation for drug violation'' And how about Peck's Bad 
Boy, Joe Don Looney, who's last name typified the kind 
of trouble he continually was the recipient of9 Don't 
forget Paul Hornung and Alex Karras who committed the 
unforgiveable transgression of placing a small and 
nominal wager on their own teams with cigar-chomping 
agents of the Black Guard 


Now Rozelle has again weeded out yet another 


problem Eight veteran players, general manager Harland 
Svare and owner Eugene Klein of the San Diego Chargers 
have been fined a total of $40,000 and placed on probation 
for violation of the NFL's drug policy It was the first 
such action since the league announced last June that it 
was strengthening its anti-drug policy 


Although Rozelle disclosed no details, Svare 


reportedly said: "Everybody knows we're talking about 
marijuana." Marijuana! Only marijuana amidst all the 
brilliantly-hued pharmaceutical supplies that abound in 
training rooms? 


Maybe But it wasn't too long ago that former player 


Houston Ridge filed suit against the Chargers claiming 
improperly administered drugs caused an injury that 
ended his career in 1969 He settled the suit for $300,000 
but sworn statements filed during the case accused the 
team of passing out as many as 10,000 pills m a single 
year 


Then last November the California Board of Medical 


Examiners and Board of Pharmacy investigated the team 
and discovered that although drug controls had tightened, 
drug use was even worse than in 1969 


Now the bell has tolled for eight players of that team. 


Defensive end Deacon Jones and linebacker Tim 
Rossovich have been fined §3,000 each; wide receiver 
Jerry Levias and defensive linemen Coy Bacon and Dave 
Costa $2,000 each; and linebacker coach Rick Redman, 
running back Bob Thomas and guard Walt Sweeney $1,000 
each. Svare was hit for $5,000 and Klein with $20,000. 


Svare reportedly failed to exercise proper supervisory 


controls and Klein "for supervisory omissions Dy (the 
Chargers') administrative staff" But each said he had no 
independent evidence of drug abuse even though Klein 
hired a private investigator last year to check allegations 
made against certain members of the team 


But what happens now9 Will football begin to take on 


the blackened image professional boxing did in the Twen- 
ties and Thirties when it was linked to the underworld9 


Or is it strong and powerful enough to nde the crest of the 
wave of public outcry and condemnation9 


Fortunately, the NFL has Rozelle. Damned by many 


as being unfair and unwilling to reach arbitration on con- 
tract disputes, Rozelle, nevertheless, is quite willing to 
take a stand on anything that may dim the luster of the 
sport. He is not willing to sit idly by and let things take a 
natural course. 


Undoubtedly, Rozelle's ruling will be challenged 


They all are But none of the players with the exception of 
Sweeney have denied the charges made against them 


Now the only thing that remains to be seen is precise- 


ly how long the probation will be Anybody occupying the 
limelight of an All-American hero and establishing 
himself as the type of individual for today's youths should 
be willing to conduct himself in an appropriate manner 
With any luck, the probation will last a long time A long 
time indeed

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Officials To Seek Action 
On Missouri River Work 
. By United Press International 


Officials from Nebraska and 


South Dakota will appear before 
a House subcommittee in 
-Washington Thursday asking 
.that work begin the next fiscal 
year on a Missouri River bank 
'stablization project above Sioux 
:City, Iowa. 


"Both states are concerned 


about this because some people 
are losing half their land," Dayle 
Williamson, executive secretary 
of the Nebraska Natural 
Resource Commission, told 
United Press International in an 
Interview. 


Williamson said before the 


House public works subcom- 
mittee is a request from the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers for 


-another $70,000 to continue 


studying the matter for at least 
another year. 


However, he said, "we think 


this is waiting too long.'' 


"The two states feel the corps 


. should move into the construc- 
tion stage and we are going to 
see if we can't reach some agree- 


ment on this," Williamson said. 


Prior to the appearance before 


the House subcommittee, he 
said he, as Gov. J. J. Exon's of- 
ficial representative, will meet 
with a representative of South 
Dakota Gov. Richard Kneip to 
settle on a dollar figure for con- 
struction. 


Williamson said the problem is 


acute from Nebraska's stand- 
point. He said he knows of some 
people who have lost 40 to 80 
acres of land due to bank erosion 
along the Missouri. 


South Dakota, he added, faces 


a problem some might consider 
even more serious than just the 
loss of land. 


"Sacred Heart Hospital at 


Yankton has been placed in 
danger," Williamson said. 


The bank erosion problem has 


been under study for some 
years, the official noted, and at 
one time channelization of the 
river above Sioux City for barge 
traffic was considered in erosion 
abatement plans. 


But Williamson said the

School District Plans Volunteer Program

High school students in Lincoln may get 


volunteer experiences in human services as part 
of their regular educational program in the fall. 


The school district Wednesday received a 


14,000 federal grant to plan the program, called 
EPIC — Educational Participation in the Com- 
munity — according to James P. Leestma, 
career education systems planning specialist. 


The May-July grant from ACTION, The um- 


brella agency for federal volunteer programs, 
stipulates a $3,100 nonfederal share from the 
school district that requires no cash outlay; in- 
stead, an equivalent amount of in-kind services. 


The district may possibly "reapply for 


funds to operate the program in the fall, based 
on our experience in the planning phase," said 
Leestma, who will work half-time as a planning 


specialist for EPIC. 


The project got underway Wednesday, he 


said, with a planning meeting of a coalition 
representing community service and govern- 
ment agencies, school officials, students and 
poor people. 


"This will be a joint effort by students and 


the community," Leestma said, noting that no 
curriculum additions will be mandated strictly 
by the school district. 


EPIC "will be targeted at Lincoln High in 


terms of curriculum units to support the 
experiences," he said, but emphasized that "the 
placement services will be available to all 
students within the district." 


Curriculum units will relate how skills 


learned in classes can be applied in human ser- 
vices, he said. Short-term units will include how 
to become a volunteer, what it means and what 
Mods of skills are required. 


"We hope that the community agencies will 


assist us by providing in-service training for the 
volunteers that we send there," he said. 


EPIC will involve "students from all 


areas," not just those with social sciences 
backgrounds, Leestma said. For example, home 
economics majors could volunteer for 
homemaker assistance programs; vocational 
education students for playground repair. 


"This is not something new," Leestma 


pointed out, noting the district has conducted 
similar programs. But under EPIC, he said, 
"We will make a consolidated effort now to pull 
those experiences we've bad together and form 
a program." 


EPIC will also relate to the career educa- 


tion concept, allowing students to explore 
human services careers, with particular 
emphasis on poverty and poverty-related ser- 
vices, he said. 


During the planning stage, the coalition will 


establish program goals and identify the 
volunteer opportunities in Lincoln; for exam- 
ple, what hours and duties are required, what 
skills are necessary. 


Leestma said EPIC will also assess 


students' desires — working hours they prefer, 
skills they can contribute, services they're in- 
terested jn. The program will also compile a 
pool of studVhfvolunteers' names. 


EPIC will allow for "curriculum infusion," 


developing courses based on student 
experiences in human services agencies, he said 
Further, the staff will plan volunteer short 
courses and work with the agencies to develop 
instructional methods. 


At the end of July, Leestma said the district 


will use information gathered in the planning 
stages to submit a statement of feasibility for 
EPIC and apply for a continuation grant

Lutheran Synod Backs Family Farm 


... Southwest African Revolutionaries Supported Too 


Grand Island ( A P ) — 


Resolutions in support of native 
revolutionaries in Southwest 
Africa and preservation of fami- 
ly owned and operated farms 
were adopted Wednesday by the 
Nebraska Synod of the Lutheran 
Church of America. 


The Lutherans at their annual 


meeting approved one res- 
olution to offer support to Nam- 
ibia, a name adopted by black 
revolutionary groups for the 
Republic of South Africa-ad- 
ministered Territory of South- 
west Africa. 


The resolution said more than 


50 per cent of the black popu- 


lation in Namibia is Lutheran, 
and the situation there is "an ap- 
parent tragedy." 


It said Nebraska LCA Luther- 


ans "do not have clear knowl- 
edge of the situation in Namibia 
and are confused as to what to 
do to help their brothers and 
sisters there." 


The resolution called on the 


president of the synod to see that 
seminars and work shops are 
organized for pastors and lay 
leaders to consider the facts of 
the situation and take ap- 
propriate action. 


Under the family farm reso- 


lution, the LCA in Nebraska will 


seek to create or influence 
legislation 
discouraging con- 


glomerate corporations from 
engaging m farming in the state. 


By doing so. the resolution 


said, it is hoped the survival of 
family owned and operated 
farms can be assisted and thus 
the work of the rural church 
prolonged. 


The Rev. John Schmidt, pas- 


tor of the Rejoice Lutheran 
Church in Omaha, was elected 
synod vice president, highest 
elective office considered at the 
annual session.

Federal Warrant Issued 
For Gl Bank Executive 
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Chambers Raps Informer' Policy 


Sen. Ernest Chambers of 


Omaha Wednesday said he will 
sponsor legislation to prohibit 
the use of civilian undercover 
narcotics agents if the practice is 
not abolished administratively. 


In a letter to State Patrol 


Superintendent 
C. 
P. 


Karthauser, Chambers pointed 
to the murder of Patricia Webb 
of Lincoln, who was a drug "in- 
former'' for the patrol. 


"It seems evident that her 


death is linked to her activities 
with the State Patrol," 
Chambers wrote Karthauser. 


"I am extremely opposed to 


law enforcement agencies at all 
levels recruiting civilians to do 
dangerous — sometimes fatal — 
so-called undercover police work 
in narcotics cases. 


"Besides the unwholesome 


prospect of creating a paid class 
of informers, civilian lives are 
jeopardized needlessly without 


producing any noticeable impact 
on the drug traffic." 


Chambers said the Legislature 


has provided the patrol with ad- 
ditional funds and personnel to 
fight illegal drug traffic. 


"The additional personnel 


were to be trained professionals 
who knowledgeably and volun- 
tarily assume the risks inherent 
in this field of operation," he 
wrote. 


Untrained civilians "have no 


business in such activity," he 
said. 


"If the State Patrol and local 


agencies do not abolish this un- 
wise practice administratively, I 
shall be compelled to seek 
legislation to prohibit it."
